The opposition says Senate Bill No. 72 was passed 
to evade the Taft Decision. 
This is incorrect for the 
reason: 


That this Bill was introduced February 1st; the 
Taft Decision was rendered March 7, 1927; that this 
Bill was passed to eliminate the temptation of the mag­ 
istrate to convict in order to get his fees, this evil hav­ 
ing existed for a hundred years and which the oppos,- 
tion criticised and now' the supporters of this Bill are 
being criticised for trying to correct this evil. 


The opposition says Senate Bill No. 72 is unconsti­ 
tutional. This is absolutely incorrect for the reason: 


That the Filing Law which is a companion meas­ 
ure of Senate Bill No. 72 provides that fines shall be 
paid into the County Treasury instead of into the Vil­ 
lage and Township Treasury. Senate Bill No. 72 pro­ 
vides that the magistrate pay all fees into the General 
General Revenue Fund of the County regardless of 
month the magistrate draws the fees earned from the 
General Revenue Fund of he County regardless of 
whether the Defendant is convicted or acquitted. 


Therefore you can see at once that the Etling Bill 
removes all interest the magistrate may have had in 
assessing a fine and Senate Bill No. 72 removes all in­ 
terest the magistrate may have had in finding the De­ 
fendant. guilty in order to get his fees. Therefore this 
Bill meets all the objections pointed out by the Taft 
Decision, that this Bill is in exact harmony with the 
Taft Decision and therefore not unconstitutional. 


This view is taken by many lawyers, many judges 
of our Courts and many ex-judges of our courts. The 
following are the words of ex-Common Pleas Judge, 
David F. Pugh, now a prominent lawyer in the City of 
Columbus: 


“I challenge Turner to point out a sen- 
I 
fence, a phrase or a word of the Marshall law* 
that requires either the mayor or justice to 
convict a Defendant before he can receive his 
fees or that makes of them a partisan judge 
in the sense of the Taft decision. It cannot be 
done. Turner has not brains enough or genius 
enough in his head to prove the Marshall Law 
Is unconstitutional when subjected to the test 
of the Highest Court’s Decision." 


The question of the constitutionality of this Bill is 
not an issue for the reason: 


That this matter cannot be settled by the people, 
for a Court only can declare a law constitutional or un­ 
constitutional. This is only deception on the part of 
the opposition to draw people’s attention from the real 
issue.

That the Ktling Law which is a companion m eas­ 
ure of Senate Bill No. 72 provides that fines shall lie 
paid into the County Treasury instead of into the Vil­ 
lage and Township Treasury. Senate Bill No. 72 pro­ 
vides that the m agistrate pay all fees into the General 
General Revenue Fund of the County regardless of 
month the m agistrate draws the fees earned from the 
General Revenue Fund of he County regardless of 
whether the Defendant is convicted or acquitted. 


Therefore you can see at once that the Ktling Rill 
removes all interest the m agistrate may have had in 
assessing a fine and Senate Rill No. 72 removes all in­ 
terest the m agistrate may have had in finding the De­ 
fendant guilty in order to get his fees. Therefore this 
Bill meets all the objections pointed out by the Taft 
Decision, that this Rill is in exact harmony with the 
Taft Decision and therefore not unconstitutional. 


This view is taken by many lawyers, many judges 
of our Courts and many ex-judges of our courts. The 
following are the words of ex-Common Pleas Judge, 
David F. Pugh, now a prominent lawyer in the City of 
Columbus: 


“I challenge Turner to point out a sen- 
t* 
fence, a phrase or a word of the Marshall law 
that requires either the mayor or justice to 
convict a Defendant beforo he can receive his 
fees or that makes of them a partisan judge. 
in the sense of the Taft decision. It cannot be 
done. Turner has not brains enough or genius 
enough in his head to prove the Marshall Law 
is unconstitutional when subjected to the test 
of the H ighest Court’s Decision.” 


The question of the constitutionality of this Rill is 
not an issue for the reason: 


That this m atter cannot be settled by the people, 
for a Court only can declare a law constitutional or un­ 
constitutional. This is only deception on the part of 
the opposition to draw people’s attention from the real 
issue.
